Whitney et al.: 

The applicant is asking for a sign off of the building permit without any additional action. 
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Re: Westchester Trash bins 


To do this the project must comply with all provisions and guidelines of the CDO. Until 
recently, the applicant has not been able or willing to meet the necessary request to 
provide detailed plans. I understand that Angela has been speaking with the applicant 
within the past few days and it seems that the applicant is willing to prepare plans that 
are adequately detailed. 

Angela Marc and I had a discussion about this project this morning and have outlined a 
few options that could easily meet CDO guidelines if the applicant provides detailed 
plans. 

The Dept will be looking for: 

1. An attractive design that complements the existing main structures. Design cues 
should come from existing buildings or be in a style that will be used in a future remodel 
(Not just a cinder block wall with stucco), AND 

2. Landscaping that uses California native drought tolerant plants. We will be looking for 
plants that can provide some screening of the structure. A plant list MUST be included 
in the plans and stamped by a Landscape practitioner. That plant list should be able to 
describe or show the heights of mature plants. The applicant will need to enter into 
some type of agreement to maintain the landscaping. In this case, the use of California 
native drought tolerant plants will allow us to not require an irrigation system or a hose 
bib within 50 feet. 

Plans with these elements will be reviewed and the building permits can then be signed 
off without a project permit compliance case. 

We hope that this option will provide an adequate resolution to the issues.
